Alumni  Association  Offers  Scholarship 

Beginning  With  Next  Fall  Semester 


The  Northwestern  State  College 
Alumni  Association  will  award  a 
&300  scholarship  to  a  graduating 
ligh  school  senior  for  the  first 
ime  beginning  with  the  fall  semes- 
ter of  1962. 

The  deadline  for  making  appli- 
cation has  been  set  for  March  30. 
and  applications  may  be  secured 
rom  the  office  of  Dean  Dudley 
niton,  Director  of  Student  Per- 
sonnel at  NSC. 

Each  year  one  scholarship  will 
be  offered  to  a  freshman  student 
jntil  a  total  of  four  is  reached, 
with  a  member  of  each  of  the  four 
classes  attending  Northwestern  on 
the  Alumni  Scholarship. 

The  scholarship  is  being  made 
available  by  the  NSC  Alumni  As- 
sociation to  make  it  possible  for  a 
deserving  high  school  graduate  to 
attend  the  Natchitoches  institu- 
tion. Funds  for  support  of  the 
scholarship  will  be  derived  from 
Drofits  of  Alumni  Association  in- 
vestments, according  to  Alumni 
Secretary  Joe  W.  Webb. 

The  scholarships,  when  award- 
ed, will  be  in  the  amount  of  $300 
aer  year  for  a  total  of  four  years 
)r  eight  semesters. 

Scholarship  applications  will  be 
icted  upon  by  a  board  composed 
)f  the  following  membership: 
Jresident  of  the  NSC  student  body, 
)ne  faculty  member,  two  members 
)f  the  Alumni  Board  of  Directors, 
md  the  secretary  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  To  be  eligible  for  a 
cholarship  the  applicant  must  be 
a  graduate  of  a  high  school  in  the 
tate  of  Louisiana   and   have   an

over-all  average  of  "B"  in  all  high 
school  work  pursued.  Candidates 
for  the  scholarship  must  take  a  bat- 
tery of  tests  which  will  be  admin- 
istered by  the  NSC  Testing  Bu- 
reau. The  rule  further  stipulates 
that  any  girl  making  application 
for  the  scholarship  must  be  un- 
married. 

Application  blanks  must  be 
completed  and  filed  in  the  Office 
of  Student  Relations  no  later  than 
March  30.  Applications  must  be 
accompanied  by  high  school  tran- 
scripts of  credits  and  grades  in- 
cluding those  for  the  first  half  of 
the  spring  semester.  Also,  three 
letters  of  recommendation  must  ac- 
company the  application. 

Recipient  of  the  scholarship  will 
receive  the  award  during  the 
graduation  exercises  of  his  or  her 
high  school,  and  scholarships  musl 
be  put  into  use  the  following  fall 
semester.  The  rules  governing  the 
administration  of  the  scholarship 
permit,  under  extenuating  circum- 
stances, leave  of  absence  up  to  one 
year. 

The  scholarship  may  be  cancel- 
ed if  the  student  fails  to  maintain 
a  grade  average  of  "B"  for  the 
first  year  and  each  semester  there- 
after while  attending  Northwest- 
ern, is  guiltv  of  conduct  unbecom- 
ing a  student,  exceeds  specified 
length  of  leave  or  changes  pro- 
gram of  study  without  approval  of 
the  scholarship  committee,  or  if  a 
female  marries  while  attending 
school.  Once  the  scholarship  is 
canceled,  a  student  may  not  re- 
apply for  scholarship  assistance.

Two  Former  Northwestern  Gridders 
Set  Records  With  Houston  Oilers 


Moody  Named 
New  Research 
Center  Head 

The  opening  of  the  newly- 
established  Center  for  Experi- 
mental Research  and  Develop- 
ment in  Learning  and  Teaching  at 
Northwestern  State  College  is  the 
result  of  a  long-recognized  need 
for  experimentation  in  the  field. 

In  action  described  by  one 
board  member  as  "the  most  im- 
|  ortant  thing  we  have  done  since 
I  have  been  on  the  board,"  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, at  its  Shreveport  meeting  on 
October  21.  authorized  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Center. 

\  <  nth  western  President  John  S. 
Kyser  has  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Caesar  B.  Moody,  pro- 
fessor of  education  and  psychol- 
ogy, to  fill  the  post  of  director  of 
the  Center. 

Among  the  initial  responsibili- 
ties  of   the    director   will   be   the 
identification   of   the  most-needed 
research  at  this  time,  the  explora- 
tion  of   both   public   and   private 
sources   of   financial   aid   for   re- 1 
search   projects,   the   development 
of    a    projected    program    of    re- 1 
search,  the  determination  of  future  ■ 
staff  needs,   and  the  initiation  of  i 
appropriate  research  projects  dur- 


Two  "Charlies"  are  establishing 
a  grid  reputation  with  the  Hous- 
ton Oilers  this  season,  and  one  is 
likely  to  be  selected  as  the  profes- 
sional football  player  of  the  year. 

Charlie  "The  Horse"  Hennigan, 
NSC's  former  star,  broke  the  pro- 
record  established  by  National 
Football  League  player  Elroy 
Hirsch  of  the  Los  Angeles  Rams  in 
1951  Sunday,  Dec.  3,  when  his 
pass  reception  total  reached  1540 
yards. 

Hennigan  has  been  one  of  the 
leading  pass  receivers  of  both 
leagues  and  a  favorite  target 
of  Houston  quarterback  Ceorge 
Blanda,  who  is  setting  quite  a  few 
records   of   his   own. 

Hennigan  was  named  to  the  As- 
sociated Press  coaches'  poll  eleven 
in  1957  at  a  halfback  spot,  along 
with  Charlie  Tolar,  who  is  also 
aiding  the  Houston  Oiler  cause 
with  clutch  running.  Hennigan,  in 
1957,  had  12  pass  receptions  for 
1 13  yards  as  a  halfback. 

He  was  a  member  of  Coach  Wal- 
ter Ledet's  track  squad  and  was 
co-captain  in  1957,  when  he  ran 
the  440  in  47.2  seconds,  second 
to  the  fastest  time  for  the  distance 
in  the  entire  nation  that  year,  46.9. 


ing  the  1961-62  academic  year. 

Dr.  Moody  is  well  equipped  by 
professional  preparation  and  ex- 
perience to  serve  as  the  Research 
Center's  first  director.  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  at  Northwestern 
for  the  past  five  years  he  has  dem- 
onstrated a  high  level  of  ability 
in  instruction  and  in  guiding 
studies  of  some  of  the  newer  de- 
velopments in  instructional  prac- 
tices. 


Tolar,  "Tank"  to  grid  follower- 
of  NSC,  established  several  records 
as  a  fullback  at  NSC.   Winding  up] 
his  collegiate  grid  career  in  1958, 
he  scored  79  points,  caught  eight 
passes  for  107  yards,  gained  713 
yards  on  90  carries,  had  88  yards 
in  punt  returns  and  87  in  kickoff 
returns.     He  had   a   total   offense 
record    of    820    yards,    91.1    per| 
game.  He's  used  by  the  Oilers  pri- 
marily for  short  yardage  for  first  I 
downs  and  as  a  topnotch  blocker. 
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
